CONSTITUTION 
of  the 

STUDENT  ASSOCIATION 


Art i c I e I 
Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Stu- 
dent Association  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Art 


Art  i c 1 e II 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to 
represent  and  further  the  interests  of  the  stu- 
dent body  — to  aid  in  conducting  social  pro- 
grams — to  promote  responsibility,  loyalty, 
school  spirit,  and  to  encourage  cooperation 
between  the  student  body  and  faculty. 
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Article  III 
Membership 

Section  1.  Membership  in  the  Student  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  open  to  all  registered  students . 

Section  2.  Faculty  members  are  eligible  to 
become  members  of  this  body. 

Art  I c I e IV 
Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a 
president,  vice-president,  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. 

Section  2.  These  officers,  the  chairman  of 
the  Standing  Committees,  the  president  of  the 
senior,  junior,  sophomore  and  freshman  classes 
together  with  the  President  of  the  school,  the 
Dean  and  one  faculty  member  shall  constitute 
a board  of  directors . 

Section  3.  No  student  having  deficiency  rat- 
ings or  those  repeating  any  subject  shall  hold 
office  in  the  association  or  any  school  organi- 
zation. Those  having  deficiency  ratings  and 
those  repeating  any  subject  shall  have  written 
consent  from  the  Dean  and  approval  of  the 
President  of  the  school  before  serving  on  a 
committee  or  taking  part  in  any  school  activi- 
ties suchas  plays,  pageants  or  other  activities 
of  that  nature.  No  student  shall  hold  more  than 
one  office  at  any  one  time. 
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Section  4.  Presidents  and  chairmen  of  all 
school  organizations  shall  report  the  names  of 
all  officers  and  committees  to  the  Dean  on  the 
day  following  an  election  or  appointment. 


Art  i c I e V 
Meetings 

Regular  meetings  will  be  held  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Directors. 


Article  VI 
Amendments 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting 
provided  (1)  the  proposed  amendment  has  first 
been  presented  to  and  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Directors,  (2)  that  the  proposed  amendment 
is  written  and  posted  for  two  weeks  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  student  body  before  being 
voted  upon.  Ratification  of  an  amendment 
must  be  by  a ballot  on  which  the  amendment 
is  printed  in  full. 

BY-LAWS 

Artie  I e I 
Board  of  Directors 

Section  1.  The  board  of  Directors  shall  have 
control  and  management  of  the  affairs,  funds 
and  properties  of  the  Association. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  have 
the  power  to  electa  candidate  to  fill  vacancies 
occurring  in  its  own  body,  except  in  the  case 
of  class  presidents.  The  class  vice-president 
shall  act  as  a representative  of  said  class  until 
such  time  as  a president  may  be  elected. 

Section  3 . There  shall  be  an  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of 
the  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treas- 
urer and  one  faculty  member  to  act  in  emer- 
gencies . 


Artie  I e II 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  President.  The  President  of  the 
Student  Association  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  Board  of  Directors. 
The  President  shall  sign  all  contracts  and  obli- 
gations of  the  Association  recommended  by 
the  Board  of  Directors.  The  President  shall  act 
as  chairman  of  a committee  for  the  Christmas 
Festival  and  shall  be  a member  ex-officio  of 
all  committees. 

Section  2.  Vice-President.  The  Vice-Presi- 
dent shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
his  absence . The  Vice-President  shall  be  editor 
of  the  Student  Association  Handbook  and  shall 
act  as  chairman  whenever  so  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  Secretary.  The  Secretary  shall 
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keep  a record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall 
render  a report  at  the  regular  meetings.  The 
Secretary  shall  attend  to  all  correspondence 
pertaining  to  the  Student  Association.  In  June 
of  each  year  the  Secretary  shall  deposit  his 
books  with  the  school  bookkeeper. 

Section  4.  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall 
keep  the  membership  roll  of  the  Association. 
He  shall  receive  all  funds  and  shall  pay  all 
bills  of  the  Association  when  duly  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  signed  by  the 
Chairman  of  Finance.  He  shall  keep  an  accu- 
rate account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
as  authorized  with  vouchers  for  same,  and 
shall  render  a report  at  regular  meetings.  The 
Treasurer  will  receive  money  from  individual 
classes,  which  has  been  collected  as  dues,  and 
deposit  it  in  the  name  of  the  Association. 

This  money  shall  not  be  used  by  the  Asso- 
ciation but  shall  be  returned  to  the  class  when 
authorized  by  its  elected  representatives.  In 
June  of  each  year,  the  treasurer  shall  deposit 
his  books  with  the  school  bookkeeper. 

Section  5.  Assistant  Treasurer.  An  assistant 
treasurer  may  be  elected  to  the  Student  Asso- 
ciation to  aid  the  treasurer  with  bookkeeping 
and  reports  but  will  not  have  authority  to  sign 
checks  or  vouchers  in  the  name  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 


Arfic  I e III 
Meetings 

Section  1.  The  Association  may  hold  assem- 
blies whenever  deemed  advisable  by  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  shall  beheld 
after  school  hours. 

Section  3.  Special  meetings  may  be  called 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Article  IV 
Elections 

Section  1 . The  officers  of  the  Student  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot. 

Section  2.  The  President  of  the  Student 
Association  shall  be  elected  in  June  in  order 
to  take  the  place  of  the  President  who  will  be 
graduating . 

Section  3.  The  President  of  the  Association 
shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Assemblies  Com- 
mittee, shall  conduct  the  business  and  arrange 
the  programs  for  the  assemblies  assigned  to  the 
Student  Association.  He  may  appoint  his  own 
committee . 

Art  I c I e V 
Dues 

Section  1.  Dues  shall  be  eight  ($8.00) 
dollars  annually  for  all  students. 
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Section  2 . Dues  shall  be  four  ($4.00)  annual- 
ly for  all  faculty  members  desiring  to  become 
members  of  the  Association. 

Article  VI 
Membership  Girds 

Section  1.  Payment  of  dues  entitles  the  stu- 
dent to  a membership  card.  This  card  will  be 
presented  for  admittance  to  all  Student  Asso- 
ciation functions. 

Section  2 . If  a membership  card  is  lost,  a 
new  one  may  be  obtained  from  the  treasurer 
upon  payment  of  twenty-five  ($.25)'  cents. 

Artic  I e VII 
Funds 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  incur  any  debt 
whatsoever  in  the  name  of  the  Association 
without  having  first  secured  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  Anyone  disregarding 
this  by-law  shall  be  held  personally  responsi- 
ble for  the  amount  of  the  debt  incurred. 

Section  2.  Money  left  in  the  budget  of  the 
Freshman,  Sophomore  and  Junior  classes  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year  shall  be  carried  over 
and  credited  to  said  class  for  the  ensuing  year . 
Money  left  over  by  the  Senior  class  shall  revert 
to  the  Association  Treasurey. 


Change  of  constitution  under  consideration . 


"S.  A."  owes  its  creation  to  Dr.  Royal  B. 
Farnum,  former  principal,  who  conceived  the 
idea  of  a student  organization  in  1922.  Al- 
though not  intended  or  planned  as  a student 
government,  the  Student  Association  has  grad- 
ually developed  into  an  organization  wherein 
it  functions  in  many  respects  as  such  a govern- 
ment. It  seems  very  likely  that  in  the  future 
S.  A.  will  continue  to  develop  and  eventually 
become  a full  scale  student  government  of 
Massachusetts  School  of  Art. 

The  political  structure  of  the  Association 
consists  of  two  inter-related  units : the  Council 
of  the  Whole  and  the  Board  of  Directors . The 
Council  of  the  Whole  is  the  entire  membership 
of  the  Association.  The  legislative  power  is 
vested  in  this  Council,  and  it  must  pass  on  all 
amendments  to  the  Association's  constitution 
and  may  make  decisions  on  importantquestions 
affecting  the  policy  of  the  Association.  The 
executive  power  is  possessed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors.  This  Board  includes  the  Association 
officers,  the  class  presidents,  the  college 
president,  the  dean,  and  one  faculty  advisor. 
It  has  the  general  direction  of  all  student  ac- 
tivities . 

In  the  meantime,  remember  that  S.  A.  is  your 
organization.  Support  it!  Develop  it!  Enjoy 
it!

1.  All  faculty  and  students  using  this  area 
must  purchase  an  official  sticker.  All  cars  en- 
tering the  parking  area  will  be  checked  daily. 

2.  Purchase  of  said  sticker  costs  $2.00  and 
may  be  made  by  first  buying  a chit  at  the  school 
store.  The  chit  should  then  be  presented  at  the 
president's  office  where  the  registration,  make 
of  the  car,  etc.  will  be  recorded  and  the  sticker 
issued . 

3.  The  sticker,  bearing  a number,  should  be 
adhered  to  the  right  front  side  window  of  the 
car. 

4.  Cars  are  to  be  parked  only  in  the  areas 
designated  by  the  painted  white  lines.  Viola- 
tion of  this  regulation  will  carry  a first  warn- 
ing. A second  violation  will  result  in  a loss  of 
the  sticker  and  the  right  to  park  at  the  rear  of 
the  building.  In  addition  to  the  asphalt,  the 
grass  area  on  the  South  side  may  be  used  by 
students.  The  area  on  the  North  side  is  to  be 
used  by  the  faculty  only. 

5 . Cars  are  not  to  be  left  in  the  parking 
area  over  night. 

6 . There  will  be  more  stickers  sold  than  there 
are  parking  stalls.  The  possession  of  a sticker 
does  not  guarantee  the  owner  a parking  space  . 
If  a driver  fings  that  the  lot  is  filled,  he  must 
park  outside  the  area .

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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  PROMOTION 
AND 

GRADUATION 


1.  A system  of  quality  points  is  in  force  at 
Massachusetts  School  of  Art.  Under  this  sys- 
tem, grades  will  begiventhe  following  values: 
A-4  to  5,  B-3  to  3.9,  C-2  to  2.9,  D-1  to  1.9, 
E-O. 

2.  The  number  of  quality  points  which  a stu- 
dent receives  in  a course  is  determined  by 
multiplying  the  total  number  of  semester  hours 
in  the  course  by  the  corresponding  number  of 
quality  points , e.g. , a six-semester  hour  course 
with  a rating  of  "4"  has  a value  of  24  quality 
points . The  average  is  computed  by  dividing 
the  total  number  of  quality  points  by  the  total 
number  of  semester  hours. 

3.  The  average  of  the  grades  required  for 
promotion  or  graduation  is  two.  Students  with 
an  average  of  less  than  two  must  withdraw 
from  college  unless  permission  to  repeat  the 
year  is  given  by  the  Director  of  the  Teachers 
Colleges  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Presi- 
dent for  such  reasons  as  illness,  home  diffi- 
culties, etc. 

4.  Incomplete  grades  must  be  made  up  with- 
in eight  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  follow- 
ing semester.  (No  course  may  be  marked  "in- 
complete" unless  80%  of  the  work  has  been 
done  at  the  time  of  discontinuance.) 
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5 . The  determination  of  quality  points  is 
made  at  the  end  of  each  college  year  and,  ex- 
cepting when  the  year  is  repeated,  the  number 
of  points  is  not  affected  by  grades  in  courses 
subsequently  taken  and  passed. 

6.  "E"  grades  can  never  be  removed,  but  the 
subjects  in  which  they  have  been  received 
must  be  repeated  and  passed,  or,  in  the  case 
of  electives,  other  approved  courses  must  be 
taken  and  passed  either  in  approved  summer 
sessions,  or  when  possible,  during  the  regular 
college  year.  Continuing  subjects,  in  which 
"E"  grades  have  been  received,  must  be  suc- 
cessfully repeated  before  the  student  may 
take  advanced  work. 

LIBRARY  REGULATIONS 

The  library  is  open  on  schooldays  from  8:45 
A.M.  to  4:3  0 P.M.  It  is  closed  during  the 
Librarian's  lunch  period  — 12:30  to  1:05  P.M. 


General  Rules  For  Library  Use 

1.  Quiet  should  be  observed  in  the  Library  at 
all  times.  When  a student  comes  to  the 
Library  he  comes  to  study;  such  conversa- 
tion, or  consultation,  as  may  be  necessary, 
should  be  carried  on  with  the  utmost  con- 
sideration for  all  present. 

2.  Fountain  pens  may  be  filled  at  the  Librar- 
ian's desk  when  necessary,  but  should  be 
kept  carefully  away  from  books  and  plates. 
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3 . Water  colors  may  be  used  in  the  Library, 
provided  always  that  the  strictest  care  is 
observed  in  their  use  on  or  with  Library 
property. 

4.  Tracing  from  plates,  or  reference  books,  is 
not  permitted  except  by  consultation  with 
the  Librarian. 

5.  No  eating  is  permitted  in  the  Library. 

6.  Students  have  access  to  all  books  and  port- 
folios on  the  shelves  . Much  of  our  material 
is  expensive,  much  cannot  be  duplicated 
because  of  its  character  or  expense  and  all 
of  it  is  State  property  made  available  free- 
ly for  you.  It  is  expected  that  all  students 
will  cooperate  in  its  careful  use,  and  that 
it  will  be  returned  on  time  to  the  Librarian's 
desk,  if  you  are  not  sure  where  it  belongs  . 
A misplaced  book  costs  time  and  disposition . 

Circulation  of  Books  and  Plates 
Books  may  usually  circulate  for  one  week 
and  are  "charged"  at  the  Librarian's  desk  by 
the  Librarian  . If  not  in  demand,  the  book  may  be 
renewed  for  one  week  additional . The  circula- 
tion period  and  number  of  books  allowed  one 
student  is  limited  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Librarian . 

Plates  and  Clippings 

Plates  and  clippings  from  the  Information 
File  may  be  borrowed  by  signing  for  them  on 
the  Individual  Student's  card  in  the  black  box 
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on  the  Librarian's  desk.  When  returned  to  the 
desk,  this  material  will  be  discharged  by  the 
Librarian  while  the  student  waits  . Care  should 
be  taken  by  the  student  to  keep  all  such  ma- 
terial clean  and  whole.
